This was opened in 1933, under the sponsorship of 
a group of students interested in International Student Service. 
Meie. meals at inexpensive rates are served to men and women stu- 
dents on the profit-sharing basis. Much of the work is done by those 
who desire lo help pay their way through college. 

Ill order, therefore, that the desires of the donors ai\d trustees may be iul- 
filled, \vc cordially invite all students of McGill to enjoy the privileges of Strath- 
CQUA tlall and to make full i^ud free use of its facilities.
